CONTROL  BOARD  ACT.” 


Regulation  1. 

TJURSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  sections  7 
and  9  of  the  “  Coal  and  Petroleum  Prod¬ 
ucts  Control  Board  Act,”  being  chapter  8  of 
the  Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1937,  His 
Honour  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  has 
been  pleased  to  approve  the  following  regula¬ 
tion,  being  Regulation  1  of  the  Coal  and  Petro¬ 
leum  Control  Board,  establishing  a  system  of 
licences  in  the  coal  and  petroleum  industries:  — 

1.  In  this  regulation  and  in  all  regulations 
that  may  hereafter  be  made  by  the  Board, 
unless  the  context  otherwise  requires: — 

“  Act  ”  means  the  “  Coal  and  Petroleum 
Products  Control  Board  Act  ” : 

“  Mine  operator  ”  means  a  person  who,  with¬ 
in  the  Province,  carries  on  the  business 
of  mining  coal: 

“  Refiner  ”  means  a  person  who,  within  the 
Province,  carries  on  the  business  of  re¬ 
fining  : 

“  Refining  ”  means  the  processing  or  blend¬ 
ing  of  petroleum  or  petroleum  products 
so  that  their  character  or  use  is  altered: 

“  Retailing  ”  means  the  selling  to  a  consumer 
of  any  product  to  which  this  regulation 
applies: 

“  Retailer  ”  means  a  person  who,  within  the 
Province,  carries  on  the  business  of  re¬ 
tailing: 

“  Retail  outlet  ”  means: — 

(i.)  Any  yard,  service-station,  garage, 
scow,  barge,  or  other  premises  used  in 
connection  with  the  retailing  of  any 
product  to  which  this  regulation  applies, 
at  or  from  which  delivery  is  made  to  a 
consumer ; 

(ii.)  Any  office,  sub-office,  place,  or 
premises,  not  included  in  clause'  (i) 
hereof,  used  in  connection  with  the  re¬ 
tailing  of  such  product,  and  where 
orders  for  such  product  are  accepted  for 
delivery ; 

(iii.)  Any  wagon,  truck,  boat,  float, 
scow,  barge,  or  other  mobile  equipment 
used  for  the  retailing  of  such  product 
by  peddling  and  selling  by  travelling 
from  place  to  place  and  accepting  orders 
and  making  deliveries: 

“  Wholesaling  ”  means  the  buying  or  obtain¬ 
ing  of  any  product  to  which  this  regula¬ 
tion  applies,  and  the  selling  or  distribu¬ 
tion  of  such  product  to  a  retailer,  or  to 
a  retail  outlet,  or  to  any  person  whose 
business  is  the  resale  of  such  product: 

“  Wholesaler  ”  means  a  person  who,  within 
the  Province,  carries  on  the  business  of 
wholesaling,  and  includes  a  broker  or 
selling  agent,  whether  selling  on  com¬ 
mission  or  salary  or  any  combination  of 
these : 

“  Wholesale  outlet  ”  means  any  office,  sub¬ 
office,  place,  or  premises  used  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  the  wholesaling  of  any  prod- 
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uet  to  which  this  regulation  applies 
where  orders  for  such  product  are  ac¬ 
cepted  from  any  person  whose  business 
is  the  resale  of  such  product,  or  where 
orders  are  given  for  the  transfer  or  de¬ 
livery  of  such  product  to  a  retail  outlet. 

2.  This  regulation  applies  to  coal,  coal-coke, 
crude  oil,  gasoline,  diesel-oil,  fuel-oil,  lubricat- 
ing-oil,  and  petroleum-coke. 

3.  Neither  this  regulation  nor  any  regulation 
that  may  hereafter  be  made  by  the  Board  shall 
apply  to  any  person  in  respect  of  the  import¬ 
ing  to  or  the  exporting  from  the  Province  of 
any  product  to  which  this  regulation  applies. 

4.  Every  mine  operator  shall,  before  the 
fifteenth  day  of  July,  1938,  make  a  separate 
application  to  the  Board  in  respect  of  each 
mine  operated  by  him  for  a  licence  to  engage 
in  the  mining  of  coal  (to  be  known  as  a  “  Mine 
Operator’s  Licence  ”)  by  delivering  to  the 
Board  at  Victoria,  signed  and  completed,  the 
form  of  application  prescribed  in  Schedule  A, 
and  with  each  application  the  applicant  shall 
remit  a  fee  of  one  dollar  ($1). 

5.  Every  wholesaler  of  coal  or  coal-coke 
shall,  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  July,  1938, 
make  a  separate  application  to  the  Board  in 
respect  of  each  wholesale  outlet  operated  by 
him  for  a  licence  to  engage  in  the  wholesaling 
of  coal  or  coal-coke  (to  be  known  as  a  “  Whole¬ 
sale  Coal  Dealer’s  Licence”)  by  delivering  to 
the  Board  at  Victoria,  signed  and  completed, 
the  form  of  application  prescribed  in  Schedule 
A,  and  with  each  application  the  applicant 
shall  remit  a  fee  of  one  dollar  ($1). 

6.  Every  retailer  of  coal  or  coal-coke  shall, 
before  the  fifteenth  day  of  July,  1938,  make  a 
separate  application  to  the  Board  in  respect  of 
each  retail  outlet  operated  by  him  for  a  licence 
to  engage  in  the  retailing  of  coal  or  coal-coke 
(to  be  known  as  a  “  Retail  Coal  Dealer’s 
Licence  ”)  by  delivering  to  the  Board  at  Vic¬ 
toria,  signed  and  completed,  the  form  of  appli¬ 
cation  prescribed  in  Schedule  A,  and  with  each 
application  the  applicant  shall  remit  a  fee  of 
one  dollar  ($1). 

7.  Every  refiner  shall,  before  the  fifteenth 
day  of  July,  1938,  make  a  separate  application 
to  the  Board  in  respect  of  each  refinery  oper¬ 
ated  by  him  for  a  licence  to  engage  in  the  re¬ 
fining  of  petroleum  products  (to  be  known  as 
a  “  Refiner’s  Licence  ”)  by  delivering  to  the 
Board  at  Victoria,  signed  and  completed,  the 
form  of  application  prescribed  in  Schedule  A, 
and  with  each  application  the  applicant  shall 
remit  a  fee  of  one  dollar  ($1). 

8.  Every  wholesaler  of  petroleum  products 
shall,  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  July,  1938, 
make  a  separate  application  to  the  Board  in 
respect  of  each  wholesale  outlet  operated  by 
him  for  a  licence  to  engage  in  the  wholesaling 
of  petroleum  products  (to  be  known  as  a  “  Pe¬ 
troleum  Wholesaler’s  Licence  ”)  by  delivering 
to  the  Board  at  Victoria,  signed  and  completed, 
the  form  of  application  prescribed  in  Schedule 
A,  and  with  each  application  the  applicant 
shall  remit  a  fee  of  one  dollar  ($1). 

9.  Every  retailer  of  petroleum  products 
shall,  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  July,  1938, 
make  a  separate  application  to  the  Board  for 
a  licence  to  engage  in  the  retailing  of  petro¬ 
leum  products  (to  be  known  as  a  “  Petroleum 
Retailer’s  Licence”)  by  delivering  to  the  Board 
at  Victoria,  signed  and  completed,  the  form  of 
application  prescribed  in  Schedule  A,  and  with 
each  application  the  applicant  shall  remit  a 
fee  of  one  dollar  ($1). 

10.  Where  a  person  is  required  by  this  regu¬ 
lation  to  obtain  more  than  one  licence  he  shall 
make  a  separate  application  for  each  licence 
required,  and  he  shall  remit  the  prescribed  fee 
with  each  application. 

11.  In  issuing  licences  the  Board  shall  use 
the  form  prescribed  in  Schedule  B. 

12.  Every  licensee  shall  post  and  keep  posted 
the  licence  issued  by  the  Board  in  a  conspicu¬ 
ous  place  at  the  place  of  business  in  respect  of 


which  the  licence  is  issued,  and  in  the  case  of 
licences  required  for  mobile  equipment  the 
licensee  shall  cause  the  licence  to  be  affixed  and 
kept  affixed  to  such  equipment  in  a  conspicuous 
position. 

13.  Licences  issued  by  the  Board  shall  be  in 
force  and  effective,  unless  cancelled  or  sus¬ 
pended,  for  a  period  of  one  year  from  date  of 
issuance. 

14.  No  person  shall,  after  the  fifteenth  day 
of  August,  1938,  continue  in  or  carry  on  any 
class  of  business  for  which  a  licence  is  required 
by  the  Act  or  by  any  regulation  made  under 
the  Act  unless  he  is  a  holder  of  a  licence  in 
respect  thereof. 

15.  No  person  shall,  after  the  fifteenth  day 
of  August,  1938,  buy  from  or  sell  to  any 
person  who  is  required  by  the  Act  or  by  any 
regulation  made  under  the  Act  to  possess  a 
licence,  and  who  is  not  a  holder  of  such  licence, 
any  product  to  which  this  regulation  applies.

PRIVATE  BILLS. 


Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating- 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬ 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
in  some  newsnaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto. 

(4.)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in 
all  cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four 
weeks  during  the  interval  of  time  between  the 
close  of  the  next  preceding  Session  and  the 
consideration  of  the  petition.

thereon  to  the  House.  And  if  this  rule  shall 
be  suspended  or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  pro¬ 
moters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is  presented 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or  for 
which  the  petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case 
pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order 
to  the  contrary. 

98.  (1.)  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any 
Private  Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
House,  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening  of 
the  Session: — 

(a.)  A  printed  copy  of  such  Bill: 

( b .)  A  copy  of  the  petition  to  be  presented 
to  the  House: 

(c.)  Copies  of  the  notices  published,  with 
publication  proved  by  a  statutory  dec¬ 
laration  or  affidavit  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Clerk  of  the  House.

sage  of  rafts  or  vessels,  and  mentioning  also 
whether  they  intend  to  erect  a  drawbridge  or 
not,  and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

103.  (1.)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  in¬ 
corporation  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate 
by  reference  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts 
relating  to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by 
such  Bills:  Special  grounds  shall  be  estab¬ 
lished  for  any  proposed  departure  from  this 
principle,  or  for  the  introduction  of  other  pro¬ 
visions  as  to  such  details,  and  a  note  shall  be 
appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the  provisions 
thereof  in  which  the  general  Act  is  proposed 
to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are  not 
framed  in  accordance  with  this  Standing  Order 
shall  be  recast  by  the  promoters  and  reprinted 
at  their  expense  before  any  Committee  passes 
upon  the  clauses.
